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Bruce found guilty 
in Hoffman murders

EDWARDSVILLE — Jack. 
Gordon Bruce was found guilty 
Thursday of murdering Carl and 
Susan Hoffman. He could face 
life in prison without parole. 

Bruce, 43, of 728 .Old Alton 
Road, Mitchell, was conyicted on 
two counts of murder and one 
count each of attempted murder 
and home invasion. An- appeal 
will be sought, said Bruce’s , 
mother, Dorothy.. 

The jury deliberated four 
hours before finding Bruce 
guilty. Jurors examined more 
than 00 pieces of evidence, said 
Detective Sgt. Don Knight 
Bruce showed no emotion as the 
verdicts were read. 

Under state law, Bruce could 
be sentenced to life’ in prison 
without parole because he was 
convicted of murdering more 
than one person, said. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Susan Jensen. 

Home invasion and attempied 
murder.are Class X felonies that 
each carry prison terms of up to 
60 years. 

Bruce will be sentenced within 
30 days by Madison County Asso- 
ciate Judge Charles Romani Jr. 

Assistant State’s Attorney 
Robert Trone, prosecutor in the 
trial, changed his plans to seek 
the death penalty against Bruce 
following a problem with some 
unreliable evidence, according to 
published sources 

Trone maintained Bruce com- 
mitted the murders because he 
lost thousands of dollars in card 
games to Mr. Hoffman and was 
unhappy about a real estate deal 
between them 

Connie Dennis, Bruce’s former 
girlfriend, testified last week 
that Brice lost $7,000 to Mr. 
Hoffman on one occasion. 

In closing. arguments, Trone 
said Bruce went to the Hoffman 
home at 1547 Rodger Ave. the 
night of the murders to continue 
an argument. 

“He had jost everything~and7~ 
was furious,"’ Trone said.

GRANITE CITY — Carl and 
Susan Hoffman’s family said 
Friday they were relieved fol- 
lowing Thursday's guilty verdict 
against Jack Gordon Bruce 

Bruce, 43, was found guilty of 
the April 30’ murders of the Hoff- 
mans and the attempted murder 
of Mrs. Hoffman's daughter, 
Jennifer. 

“lm just very happy about 
it,’ said Carl's son, Gene Hoff- 
man, 24.

Trone suggested Bruce entered 
through the front door of the 
home asa friend, then shot and 
stabbed the couple.

.22-caliber automatic pistol,

The Hoffmans were stabbed 
after the shootings with a butch- 
er-knife from the kitchen, Trone 
said. Mr. Hoffman was stabbed 
six times in the chest and his 
wife was stabbed 14 times in the 
chest and throat.

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Granite City’s telephone tax revisited 


.Since editorial endorsements were made, some politi- 
cians have expressed interest in why the newspaper con- 
siders the teléphone tax an issue in election. 

The main reason is the belief that public representatives 
should be accountable to the public. 

The public overwhelmingly said the tax should be 
removed, but the majority of aldermen voted to keep it. 
The public should be heeded, the newspaper has stated 
time and again. Some aldermen say it’s not that simple 
and here are some of the points they make: 

1) The public will always vote against taxes. 

The newspaper believes the public is generally pre-dis” 
posed to oppose paying taxes. In the case of the telephone 
tax, then mayoral candidate Von Dee Cruse mounted the 
successful drive to remove the telephone tax. Many of the 
same persons now on the council did not go public with 
their opposition to the tax. é 

One alderman, Sam Whitmer, at that time did say 
removing the tax was a bad idea, but Cruse conducted an 
organi: campaign and there was no organized response. 
Obviously, in an almost one-sided presentation against the 
telephone tax, it cannot be assumed all of the voters had 
all of the facts on the issue. 

The fact that the voters may not have had all of the 
facts rests with those who favored keeping the tax. Whit- 
mer did his part, but the record shows no support for the 
tax from the other aldermen on the council at t time. 

2) The tax is needed. 

City Comptroller Joe Miklovic presented a dire analysis 
of the city’s budget on the night aldermen most recently 
voted to keep the tax, Sept. 16. He projected a huge debt 
some day in the future, and indicated the telephone tax 


was ni led to help avert the looming deficit. 

3) Property taxes must be raised. 

The third, and frightening argument for taxpayers, is 
that the telephone tax is a fair tax and if it is removed 
look out for a property tax increase. 

The three arguments are interesting, but the newspaper 
remains against the tax. Here’s why: t 

Concerning the first point, people don’t like taxes but 
occasionally even vote to increase them if the taxes are 
justified and fully explained, as the last vote on District 9 
taxes shows. If the pope was not fully informed of the 
reasons for keepin; ie telephone tax, if they indeed voted 
without all of the facts as has been said, it wasn’t for lack 
of a forum for the opposition. The newspaper would have 
covered any organized—opposition to the tax referendum 
just-as it covered those for the measure. Aside from Whit- 
mer, it seems some aldermen didn’t see it as important 
during the election to mention they favored a tax. 

The second argument, that the tax is needed, was bol- 
stered by Miklovic’s report. But, if told to recommend
